SPEAK SOFTLY. BOYS! 


The nom ination of Herbert Hoover as the republi­ 
can candidate for pre.sident was hailed by p arty lead­ 
ers. workers and a portion of the press as a new era 
in American politics. 
Here was a busmes.s man. 
whcsp outstanding achievements have given him su- 
perlative ranking, a brilliant scientist, a great engi­ 
neer but untutored and unskilled in the compll*;a(ed 
field of politico. 


There will be many who will question this descrip­ 
tion of Hoover, even while freely adm itting his ois- 
tlngulshed career as a business m an ar\d engineer 
Anyone who can rl.se from a position of lowliness in 
the councils of a great p arty—who can overcome the 
recgnized fact» th a t he was the clasest ally of the 
m an most despised by republican leaders~to become 
the dom inant voice and the presidential nominee of 
th a t organization in the brief sp an of eight years is 
far from a novice in the gentle game of politico. He 
is, we submit, as clever a political m anip ulator as 
ever pulled the # trlng.s. even if his stock in trade has 
been different than th a t of his predecessors. 
But if Herbert Hoover was 
lacking 
in 
political 
sense, in the fine graces and the traditional mind of 
the politician, then the republican national com m it­ 
tee a t Mr. Hoover’s instance Thursday repaired th a t 
hole by selecting Dr. H ubert Work, secretary of the 
interior, to be republican naUonal chairm an. 
Dr. Work is as p re-em inent in the field of politics 
as H erbert Hoover is supposed to be in business 
He 
Ls the m aster politician. Nature endowed him for the 
mle. 
Prom his meticlously-cropped m ustache to his 
fine carved hands, and his kindly eyes, he was born 
to handle men. 
He is a soft speaker, if you know 
wliat we mean. 
No harsh, discordant 
and 
Jarring 
notes flow from his lips. 
He is a harm onizer delux e 
and without ex aggeration CJod’s peace offering to the 
warring factions of the republican party. It is diffi­ 
cult to quarrel with a m an who speaks silkily and 
softly. It is nex t to impossible to start a rum p us with 
a chap whose conversation has 
the 
fragrance and 
sweetness of honeysuckle. 
In tribute to Dr. W ork’s 
greatness in perform ing difficult and p ainful tasks 
it m ust be recorded th a t while in another post, he es­ 
tablished the unique record of firing postm asters and 
in convincing those whose heads he cut 
jiS f th a t he 
was in reality Verformlng a favor for them. 


A GALLANT BATTLER. 
Mr. “Ace” Hudkins of this city who was thw arted 
for the tim e being, at least. In his am bition to wear a 
I cham pionship crown, is as great In defeat as he pos­ 
sibly could have been in victory.

He can thank the elem ental sense of justice which 
perm eates the crowd for fact. 
It was not merely the 
fact th a t the thousands of sp ectators who grouped 
themselves around the ring 
“booed” the 
decision 
which saved Mickey W alker his cham pionship—yes, 
even defied a driving, soaking rain in order to ex press 
their disapproval of the decision. Only a sm all frac­ 
tion of th a t crowd was qualified or close enough to 
pass ex pert judgm ent. 
B ut the referee, who was In 
the ring with the battlers, who followed every move­ 
m ent which they made, who pried them ap a rt when 
they clung to each other in the few clinches which 
m arked the milling, who sensed and saw the devas­ 
tating power of punches, cast his ballot for the young 
m an from the plains of Nebraska. And a m ajority of 
the sports writers, as close to the ring as the two C hi­ 
cago business men, serving as judges, gave Ace th e 
decision. 


It was a tough break after a gallant battle but it

Members of the Fraternal Order of Eagles at their 
state convention in Om aha a few days ago voted to 
sponsor a bill providing for state pensions for aged 
people and to urge its

Speakers a t the meeting stated th a t the pension is 
more satisfactory to the individual and does not cost 
as much a.s the support of poor farm.s 
The Eagles, it 
was said, have already backed old age pensloti bills 
in eight states. 
It IS not probable th a t the 
idea is 
to 
propose a 
measure which would provide for the peii.slomng of all 
persons reaching a certain age. regardless of the fi­ 
nancial status of the individual. 
Such a bill would 
without doubt meet with defeat, as it certainly should 
There are many reasons why this should be so the 
chief one being that the state should not be required 
to provide sustenance for those who are able to pro­ 
vide for themselves 
A measure which has for its purpose the doing away 
wiU) what was long ago known as the almshouse, la t­ 
er as Uie poor house and where it still ex ists is gen- 
erally designated the p6or farm. will, it is believed, 
m eet with quite general support. 
Many counties in 
this state, as well as in other states, have already dis­ 
pensed with these institutions, finding it cheaper and 
otherwise more satisfactory to care for their indigent 
m other m anners. 
In some cases 
the 
helples.s are 
boarded with people who are willing to care for them 
in others stated am ounts of cash are supplied m onth­ 
ly and In others necessarie.s are 
supplied 
by 
the 
counties 
These systems, of course, require careful and in- 
teUigent supervision 
The m others pension law has 
been little abused and observers have found it to be 
all that was claimed for it by its sponsors 
It has 
•nabled m others to keep their little ones at home, un- 
# er their own 
supervision and 
influence, whereas 
•ley must otherwise have been scattered 
The plan 
proposed by the Eagles, it is suppos* # has in view the

About $10,000 is being sp ent this year by three rutal 
school districts of Lancaster county for the erection of 
new and up -to-date school buildings, while the village 
district of Panam a is p utting up one to cost $40,000 
for its grade and high schools. 
In each Instance t» n 
old fram e structure is being replaced. 
These activities are merely samples of the ex ten­ 
sive im provements being made in educational equip­ 
m ent and facilities 
throughout the 
middle 
west. 
There are hundreds of country school edifices scat­ 
tered all over Nebraska, built during the i» s t few 
years, with modern lighting and ventilation, furnace 
heat, and good sanitary accommodations, some of 
which also contain ex tra rooms intended to searve the 
purpose of com munity gatherings. 
Here and there may be found structures wdth a 
num ber of rooms, w’here consolidated districts have 
been 
formed, 
giving 
instruction 
in 
high school 
branches as well as In the elem entary 
grades, thus 
enabling boys and girls who live on the farm to com­ 
plete their common school studies a t home. 
The diminutive old-tim e one-room 
rural 
school, 
equipped with nothing but 
desks, seats, a few maps 
and charts and perchance a globe to illustrate geo­ 
graphical facts, is gradually being superseded. F arm ­ 
ers are rapidly dropping the idea th a t any kind of 
building which furnishes shelter Is good enough for 
school purposes and becoming converted to the idea 
th a t their children are entitled to educational ad ­ 
vantages sim ilar to those which town children enjoy. 
It is likewise being realized th a t 
the 
m ethod of 
heating schoolrooms in common use 50 years ago, with 
a stove in the middle roasting those who sat nex t to 
it while others near the windows were shivering in 
cold drafts is detrim ental to the health of the young 
people. Progress calls for som ething better th an that, 
just as it does for the use ot electric light In homes, 
instead of candles and kerosene lamps. 
Farm ers nowadays not only see the need of m ak­ 
ing school buildings as com fortable and sanitary as 
I possible, but fortunately they have the means to 


I provide them . 
'The Lancaster county rural districts 
: which are spending $3,000 to $3,500 apiece on new 


I buildings could not do so if their inhabitants were in 
i financial distress, as some politicians have been con- 
; tinually 
representing. 
A 
single-room 
schoolhouse 
'of the old type could still be built for $700 or $800, 
with perhaps another $200 for seats and desks; but 
the farm ers are not satisfied with a mere shell of a 
building. They w ant something more in keeping with 
the tw entieth century and are able to pay for it. 
Doleful predictions are heard th a t the farm er Is 
facing “p easantry” and .will fall into th a t condition 
unless the government takes him 
under 
its 
wing. 
Nothing could be further from the truth. There is a 
feeling among agriculturists th a t other kinds of busi­ 
ness have been unduly favored through legislation, 
and they are justified in objecting to this. Neverthcr 
less, farm ing is not a bankrup t 
industry, by any 
means. 
If it were, mighty few $3.000 country school- 
houses would be going up. 


Churches should seek men and 
women for w hat they are. not for 
w hat they have. On the other hand, 
individual members of the churches 
should so organize 
and 
sup p ort 
their institution.« ! th a t thev do not 
require income derived from illicit 
m ethods for the sustentation. 
Pew churches knowm to me ap ­ 
prove of games vitiated bv gambling 
and rjear-gam bltng practices. 
On 
the contrary, they are aware of the 
destructive hold this vice has on 
certain social groups 
and p rotest 
against It. It would be well for all 
churches to do likew'ise, and to raise 
their funds in ways which flavor 
them with sacrificial giving.
